of the Rhine. There is a dispo- 
sition also of the German civil 
population to be prepared <for an 
allied advance into Germany.

Obstacles are in the path of those 
tobacco manflfactures whose pui> 
pose is to have Congress repeal the 
CantziU tobacco census law. That 
fact was established foUowing con- 
ferences that R^preaeaMim J. Gamp- 
bell Cantrill had wtlh .ComBdsaioner 
of hutemal Revenue Daniel C. Roper 
and Director of Census S. L. Rogers 
at Washington this week. 

A few days ago the National Cigar 
Leaf Tobacco Association held its 
annual convention in Lancaster, Pa. 
This organization is made up of en- 
tirely of manufactures and therefore 
interests of tobacco growers were 
not especially considered. A resolu- 
tion was adopted by the association 
calling for repeal of the Cantrill law, 
which has been in the statute books 
for seven years. It is well known 
the Cantrill act was ditiwn for the 
protection of tobacco growers, and it 
has fully accomplished the pun'o^- 
for which it was drawn. It h.'is large- 
ly increased the price of raw leaf to- 
bacco and has brought great prosper- 
ity, to tobacco growers in all parts of 
the country. It is not to be wondered 
at, in. view- of these circumstances, it 
is pointed cut, that some tobacco.man- 
ufactureis are anxicyus to obtain re- 
peal of the law, which would take 
away from the farmers the protec- 
tion it gives them, and to return to 
the old days when growers were 
forced to dispose of their tobacco 
without adequate return. 

Resolutions 'as adopted by the Cigar 
Manufacturers' Association demand 
that the Cantrill act be repealed and 
that reports of stocks on hand be 
made direct to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, but do not provide 
that stocks shall be reported to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue by 
types. 

Every grower, according to Mr. 
Cantrill, Imows that unless the re- 
port of stocks is made by the differ' 
ent types of tobacco, tiie report is 
utterly worthless so far as grow- 
ers are concerned; for instance, grow- 
ers of white Burley of each distinctive 
type are primarily interested in the 
number of pounds of the type they 
grew, and to repeal the Cantrill act 
and admit the plan urged by the eigar 
associatioB woidd, in the opiniOB of 
well-infonned persons here, min the 
purpose of the Cantrill act. 

Mr. Cantrill had a long conference 
with Commissioner Roper and pointed 
out dtmger to the farmer in repealing 
this act. After considering the matter 
carefully. Commissioner Roper told 
Mr. Cantrill he had no desire what- 
ever to take away from the Census 
Bureau the execntlaa of ihe Cantrill 
tobaceo census law, and that so far as 
his department is concerned, it woidd 
oppose its repeaL

HAIL HURT WHEAT 
AT SILVEii CREK 



The severe hail storm which did 
so much damage iti the Lincoln- 
Boyle sections Monday, didn't 
get far up into Madison, but it got 
in some of its work in the Silver 
Creek section. Tom Baldwin, Jr. 
was perhaps the principal suffer" 
er, hU' wheat having been ham- 
mered fearfully by the icy pel- 
lets. Other farmers in the same 
section had gfardens damaged and 
sustained other losses. Remark- 
able to say, it did not even rain 
in Richmond or its immedate vi- 
cinity that day. 

In the principal zone of damage 
losses were very heavy. The Dan- 
ville Messenger says that the 
storm of hail and wind began in 
Casey county about three miles 
west of Hustonville. Its path was 
about thi;ee miles' wide. Wheat 
hemp, and other crops were laid 
flat. Hail cpvered the ground in 
places to a depth of 2 or 3 inches: 
Lambs, pigs and chickens were 
l^illed ; houses' and barns unroofed 
silos blown down; many roads 
were made impassable, so many 
trees uprooted and had fallen 
across them. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of acres of wheat are ap- 
parently ruined.

A barn was' 
blown down on the Bishop farm, 
part of the roof of the Huston- 
ville Christian church blown off ;

BLUE GRASS SHOULD 

NOT BE STRIPPED GREEN 

Kentucky produced an excep- 
tionally fine crop of blue-grass 
seeds in 1918, averaging accord' 
ing to the tests made in the Se^d 
Laboratory of the Kentucky Ex- 
priment Station 70 per cent 
germination and in some cases 
reaching as high as 98 per cent 
A good season helped, but care 
in curing the rather smaU crop 
was largely the cause for the de- 
cided improvement in quality of 
the seeds offered in the Kentucky 
markt. 

One of the difficulties' in curing 
properly comes, from a failure to 



secure enough strippers in good 
season so as to be able to wait 
until the crop is ripe. With only 
a few strippers on hand it is 
necessary to begin stripping 
while the seeds' are green in order 
to secure the crop. Green seeds 
always heat badly in curing and 
lower the average i^ermination. 
The Experiment Station suggests 
that those -who have bleeds to har- 
vest get "ready at oilce by secur- 
ing all strippers they will need, 
then wait until the seeds are ripe.
